shelter. No shots were fired at this time 
and the marchers then dispersed. 

The second clash was the result of an at- 
tempt on the part of the company to have a 
train of coal cars from the slopes moved 
to a breaker.

The most stirring incident of the evening 
was the singing of ‘America’ by the audi- 
ence, led by Seymour's band. It was done 
twice, the crowd § standing Pbile it sang. 
The effect was inspiring. 

The preliminaries weré@ short, President 
Louis P. Aloe of the Merchants’ League 
Club called the meeting to order, and in- 
troduced Chairman Thomas J. Akins of the 
state committee. Mr. Akins was very ner- 
vous and instead of taking the surest way 
to get attention by plunging directly into 
his introductory address, he spent several 
minutes pounding with his gavel, an enor- 
mous beer mallet, and beseeching the audi+ 
ence to be quiet. During this prelude there 
were just three shouts for Bryan, These 
seemed to ‘rattle’ the managers more than 
anything else, and several of them ran back 
and forth on the stage shouting for order 
and waving their arms toward the crowd.

The distance of the Czarowitch, which 
was named in honor of the heir apparent 
to the Russian throne, who was visiiiag 
ingiand at the time of its inception, is two 
miles two furlongs and thirty-five yards 
The course over which it is run is very wide, 
level, with the exception of a slight rise at 
the finish, and nearly straight. 

The race has always been popular with 
owners, the entries ranging around the hun- 
dred mark.
